CASE. OF J. SMITH. 


HOw: THE BANKS 20% in. 


When you open: ain.account at a: 
bank you have to give a specimen 
of’ your. signature. That ‘is the 
| signature, you must use when 
drawing a’cheque. The Common- 
wealth Bank is asking its custome 
ers to forward their signatures to 
complete the bank's'records, says 
the Sydney. Sur. 

Of course, you may write your 
name in many other ways, but 
‘the bank officials don't know 
if you do. not “use 
usual, .signature Even 

ignature is an undecipher- 
able scrawl, a wild series of 
flourishes like those'made by a 
hfly out of the ink-bottle crawl- 
ing over the paper, that ie quite 
‘enough. for’the tell@Tto- you 
out £1,000—if, which: isn't “ieely 
nowadays, you possess £1,000. 

How does the examiner of 
cheques’ distinguish the signature 
o, say. Mr. J Smith. from all the 
other J. Sroiths who bank’in the. 
same bank? The answer: is—he 
doesn’t; he doesn't need to. 

It is obvious that with a score of 
John—Sariths,J. Smitns, and Jno 
Smiths banking in the same office, 
the: chances of a mistake, or of a 
forgery, are, considerable. After 


jall, there are. gly a limited number 


of ways'of sigaing “J. Smith”; 
and it is co ceivable that in the 
same bank two "J. Smiths might 
have signatures that would be ex- 
tremely difficult..to distinguish’ 
Yetan Pore one of the Sydney 
banks: said definitély ,that the 
chances of mixing up" “the two 
signatures of the same name were 
only one in a million. ; 

In court cases of forgery “ hand. 
writing eXperts” are’ frequently 
called in.’ Counsel forthe accused 
is at liberty to discount the 
expert’s evidence of handwriting 
by, eliciting’ the fact that the 
“handwriting expert” is “only a 
bank clerk.” This is not at. all 
likely to weigh with the. judge. 


‘\For there is no better expert dn 


‘handwriting than a bank-clerk, 

Tt is the duty of bank clerks, or 
chief-cxaminers, to handle inumer- 
able signatufes;and along acquaint- 
ance with signatures unconsiously 
makes the bank..clerk an expert. 
He can immediately discover’ 
apparently ration tare differences 
in signatures, simply because that 
is his job, He acquires a flair, 
just as the art tritic: knows when a 
painting . js genuine or..faked 
The most cunning of- forgets-has 
to get past an official’ whose. life- 
work has mide him ‘an’ expernt— 
though perhaps he does not even 
poor how expert he unconsciously 

‘Something tells him that, the 
ae js not a genuine one, 
even though he can’t point out the 
minute -difference. that rouses his 
suspicions. ~ 

f course,, there are occasional 
forgeries that. get past his eagle. 
eye; but in the majority of such 
crimes there are other “circum- 
stances that influence tiim, such as 
an established routine or some 
customary delegation of authority.

Banks, however, ‘are very caroful 
of the ‘avoidance’ of any ‘possible 
‘source of error, and ‘protect’ ‘them=

Another Sydney .bank, however,

The-reasor fot this procedure is 
not the possibility of fraud, but the 
trouble that is caused when money 
is: paid into a bank to “John 
Smith,” 
that name the bank does not know 
to whom to credit the amount. 

Still, there are always other helps 
to identification, such as the 
number of the cheque. 

There remains the problem of 
the ‘man who signs hisname withan’ 
undecipherable flourish, 2 madden» 
ed maze of exuberant loops. and 
twirliwizs. (He is usually'a little 
man.) Yet this signature comes 
quite casy to the bank expert. He 

loesn’t know, what the jletters in it 
are, but. ¢.retains the picture of 
it in his rhind, and tecognises and 
identifies it with comparative case. 
Itis like a Chinese character, the 
‘general outline of which recalls 
the name of thé icustomer, «It is 
liké a landscape with the general 
features! known to the observer. It 
ik as definite to the expert as a 
finger print—and usually itvlooks 
remarkably liké-a finger print. 

*The job of sorting out cheques 
ina’bank is not an easy one, but 
SO expert doés the sorter get that 
he seldom is in doubt. :When 
there is uny difficulty he has to 
submit the cheque to all the tellers 
in turn .and finally to the chief 
examiner. However, it is not the 
signature to 4 cheque that matters; 
it is the amount. , ‘ 


What is Hail? : 

The name of hail is given to 
‘pellets of. ice with fall chiefly in 
summers. How ‘they are formed 
is not, definitely ‘known, but. one 
suggestion js that hailis rain frozen 
by being carried in strong ascend-
